If he is 
not, then it must be evident that the sooner the local administra- 
tion and the Home Government are brought into harmony, the better 
for all parties concerned. All this, however, only emphasises the 
extreme, the urgent and vital necessity for clearing up the whole 
situation as speedily as possible. It is urgent that the details 


of the scheme whereby the BALFourR Declaration is to become effected. 


should be filled in, and that generalisations and policies should be 
translated into the politics of everyday life. Until we know just 
precisely what the famous Declaration means, and whether Palestine 
is to become a true national home for the aspiring Jewish youth, 
rather than a convalescent home for the bruised and injured Jews 

“less fortunately placed,” as some people contemplate, there can be 
no real beginning with the work of Palestinian reconstruction. Up 
to now only the Zionist prologue has been spoken. The strenuous 
drama will only begin. when at least the outlines of the great 
drama have been determined.

WE gather from a reply given by Mr. HARMSWORTH to a ination 
in the House of Commons that Sir StvART SAMUEL'S report on 
Poland will in all probability—but with no certainty—be published. 
But we can find no hint as to when (if ever) the document will see 
the light. It is some little time now since the report was presented, 


and it is not easy to understand why it should still be withheld. The 


suggestion is made that the present is a delicate moment, and that it 


would, in some way or another, be injurious'to the Polesifthe resulé 


of Sir STUART'S inquiry were published. But, besides the implicit 
assumption this makes that the report is unpleasant for Poland, it 
also prompts the question as to what period will be regarded as less 
unsuitable than the present, and when, in the continuing unrest of 
Central and Eastern Europe, that period will be held to have arrived. 


Either the report is unfavourable to the Poles, in which case no. 


time can be premature for publication, so as to avoid the 
repetition of anti-Jewish excesses. Or else it is favourable, in 
which case it is due to Poland to give it without delay to 
the world, and so exonerate the Polish nation from a cruel 
aspersion. But to hold up the report indefinitely is to leave both 
parties unvindicated, besides being hardly respectful to the Govern- 
ment’s own Commissioner. The British Government, we note, is 
taking up the matter with the League of Nations. We desire to 
express profound agreement with this action, and we rejoice at the 
evidence thus afforded of the vitality of the League. But the ideal 
method of resolving the difficulty is by the enlightened action of 
the Government immediately concerned, and we hope most earnestly 
that if is in this manner that the Polish authorities will see the 
problem, and in this spirit, act. 


The Jabotinsky Sentence. 


THE savage punishment of fifteen years’ penal iecvitide passed 
upon Mr. JABOTINSKY has been reduced to twelve months’ imprison- 
ment without hard labour. . This decision shows some appreciation 
of the feeling of revulsion which the original sentence proyoked. 
But the question that most people will ask themselves is whether 
those responsible for the reduction went'far enough—whether they 
should not, in fact, have quashed the sentence altogether. Public 


opinion will argue that either the first punishment was deserved, in 


which case its swift and summary reduction almost to vanishing 
point is inexplicable; or that it was not merited, in which case there 
was clearly a serious failure of justice. The mere curtailment of 
the sentence cannot, obviously, settle the matter, for it exonerates 


neither Lieut. JABOTINSKY nor his judges, being one of those 


unsatisfactory compromises which pleases nobody. For our own 
part, we are strongly inclined to the belief that the whole sentence 
ought to go by the board. As the Manchester Guardian remarked 
on Monday, “if Mr. JABOTINSKY was in possession of firearms, if he 
organised a Defence Corps and even used it (which, however, he is 
stated not to have done), there is prime facie evidence that he may 
have been perfectly justified, owing to the failure of the military 
That is precisely the

The matter, ought, no doubt; not to be pre-judged. But the least 
that should be done is, as we have urged, to send outa Commission 
from this country to investigate the whole of the facts. If, and 
when this is done, we shall be very much surprised if JABOTINSKY ig 
not released without delay, and the record of his punishment deleted. 


After—and if possible before—that, the institution of civil govern- 


ment in Palestine should come. That is evidently the moral of all

A WORD FOR THE KIDDIES, 


By Mentor. 


HESE lines are being written far from the madding crowd, which 
seems to get madder and madder and constantly more crowded 


in the great metropolis. The writer is enjoying a few days of 
| what is conventionally called “ well-earned rest,” and is in view 
of a wide expanse of ocean with its never-ceasing waves coming and 
receding. Correspondence is forwarded to me during the little holiday 
which I am taking, and a letter in the handwriting evidently of a child 
and in terms of sweet simplicity reminds me of a duty, a pleasurable 
duty, which it falls now to my lot to perform. 
_ The letter is from a little Jewish child who exists‘in one of the mean 
streets that abut on to the Whitechapel Road. I believe that the plea is 
characteristic of the orison, sometimes an unspoken prayer, which goes 


up from many and many a little heart now that the winter has passed | 


and the spring time has come again. “Dear Mentor,” this child writes, 
“for three years I have not been fortunate in being able to go out of town. 
Each time mother has been told that they could not take any 
more of us, because they had not the money. It seems years 
and years and years, ages and ages since I saw the green 
fields—the real green fields, not the half green ones up in the park—and 
I want you to be sure and see that this year.I am not left out. Mother 
and Father have not the money to send me away cither, because T cost 
them such a lotasitis. Do please, Mentor, see that Iam one of the 
lucky ones this year.” : 


The Country Holidays Fund. 

My answer to this little child has been the promise that I would do 
my best, so that she and alllike unto her who need a country holiday 
shall have it, if it is only a question of the Society which sends 
these children for a breath of fresh air every year, having the 
funds wherewith these little ones may be given their chance. 
The Jewish Branch of the Country Holidays Fund does a 
real great and noble work. Under the leadership of its able President, 
Mr. Ernest L. Franklin, and with the zealous aid of its indefatig- 
able Secretary, Mr. Bernberg, hundreds of children are year by year sent 
away from the grime and dirt of the town to the exhilarating beautiful, 
- glean country for a few days. The meaning of this great act of 

noble kindness is much more than appears upon the face of it. Itdoes 
not merely consist in benevolently giving a little child that cannot afford 
it a few days’ holiday. It does not even mean an act of kindliness 
in giving pleasure and joy to a little child, whose atmosphere of life 


is nécessarily for the most part one of tribulation and sorrow, a drab — 


existence—an existence of dirty streets and grimy houses, of narrow 
alleys and noisome slums, where nothing so much as pain, physical and 
moral, is spread from year end to year end before its little eyes. The 
bright spots in the lives of such children are few and far between, and are 
in themselves at most bright only in comparison with the dullness with 
which their lives are surrounded. And so the break of a few days from these 
conditions, conditions which tend to mould their nature into morbidity, 
so that they grow up in discontent and with a bitter feeling of resent- 
ment against all humanity, is a Godsend, insomuch as it modifies 


the pessimism of these budding lives, and lets those. who live them 
gee that existence is not all drab and dreary, but that there is a — 


side which is beautifal, attractive, and joyous. This means that 
the Children’s Country Holidays Fund, great as is its service to 
the physical wellbeing of the children, does something far greater still 
for the children’s moral wellbeing. In these days, with the spirit 
abroad which tends to foster and encourage discontent, unhappiness, and 
selfish jealousy, anything that serves to counteract these influences 
and to render people content, is a force working for Law and Order and 


fighting against chaotic upheaval and revolutionary excess. A people 


that is happy, it stands to reason, is never a rebellious folk. Revolutions 
are the result of misery, unhappiness, the sense of wrong, of despair at

Jewish soul, I feel no hesitation in asking such of all classes who 
read these lines, to send me what they are able for my annual collection 
for the Jewish Children’s Country Holidays Fund. I do not put if to 
those who read these lines that they should send me what they can afford. 
Alas! when it comes to objects of charity and lovingkindness, the best of 
us—extravagant as we may be—become narrow, economical, pnd 
parsimonious.

you, who are reading these lines, whatever your material circumstagices, 
cannot afford to send me only what you in your judgment can afford.

Sie Stuart Samuel’s Report. 


QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT... 


House or ComMons.—Monday. 

- Mr. Crem, Harmsworts (Luton, C.L.), replying to Mr. R. McLaren 
(Lanark, N., C.U.), who asked if Sir Stuart Samuel's Commission to 
Poland returned in December, 1919, if its report had been in the 
Gov¥ernmient’s hands for a considerable time, and when it would be 
produced, said :, Sir Stuart Samuel's report has now been examined 
and the statements and recommendations as regards the position of 
the Jews in Poland are found to bear directly on the minority clauses 
of the Treaty concluded by the Allied Powers with Poland. It is to 
the League of Nations that the duty is entrusted of seeing that these 
clauses are properly observed, and alleged infractions are bound to 
be brought to its notice in the first instance. In accordance there- 
fore with the provisions of the Treaty, His Majesty's Government 
intend to instruct the British representative on the Council of the | 
League to bring Sir Stuart Samuel's report before the Council at an _ 
early date. Mr. Harmsworth added that he had practically no doubt 
the report would eventually be laid before Parliament. 


‘The Westminster Gazette of Tuesday, in a “ Note of the Day”.on the 
relations of the Allies with Poland, and the military operations now being 
_ carried on by that country, says:—‘ Many people will be inctined to 
suspect that the disinclination of the Government, or of the Aflies, as a 
whole, to publish the results of Sir Stuart Samuel's inquiries into the 
persecution of the Jews in Poland, is due less to consideration for the 
dignity of the League of Nations than toa desire to avoid rousing feeling | 
against the Poles at this particular moment.

A large 

number of Christians participated in the meetings, which were also 

addressed by representative non-Jews, including Czecho-Slovakian 


leaders.

Expulsions of Jews in Hungary. 
Zurion [F.0.C.] 
The Jews of Izsak, Orgovany, Kiskunmajsa, Fulopszallas and the 
villages near Kekskemet received instructions to leave their homes 
within forty-eight hours. Offenders against the order were threatened — 
with death. Soon after the publication of the order the Jews of Izsak _ 


were driven to the market-place where they were beaten and robbed. 


Immediately afterwards they were all expelled from there. At 
Fulopszallas not even an alien Jewess, Gross (aged eighty-eight), was 
permitted to remain. | 

At Kiskunmajsa, before the departure of the Jews, they were driven 
out from the synagogues and houses and lined up into « o opposing groups. 
Each Jew and Jewess was given a whip, and both groups were compel 
to attack one another and@ fight like savages. Jews who refused to hit 
oe brethren hard were beaten by the soldiers. Many Jews were badly 
injured. 


Two Thousand Students Excluded from University. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.) 

Owing to the failure of the representatives of the Lemberg Jewish 
students to obtain satisfaction from the local University authorities, a 
concerning 
the fate of the two thousand Jewish students who are not admitted to 
any of the Lemberg higher educational institutions. So far, the mission 
has not proved successful in its task. : 


Bund Accepts Bolshevik Programme. 


Moscow wireless reports that the 12th “Bund” Party Congress (tho 
Jewish Social-Democratic Party) has decided to leave the Russian Socia]- 
Democratic Party, and accepts the Bolshevik party programme. Tho 


“Bund” puts forward as a sine qué non that the autonomy of the “Bund” 


party should be recognised by the Russian Communist Party (Bolshevik). 
The “ Bund” has also decided to join the Third Communist International. 

The Central Committee of the Jewish “Bund” Party has issued the 
following notice :— 

From April 12-19, the 12th Party Congress wags held at Moscow, at 
which the overwhelming majority held the Communist point of view. 
The minority mais «ined the Menshevik standpoint. After a Left resolu- 
tion had been passed concerning current events, eleven voting against, 
these latter, headed by Abramovitch, left the hall announcing their exit 
from the party. The Congress, at which 31 delegates remained, continued 
its deliberations. 

The Congress decided to unite with the Third Communist Inter- 
national, to leave the Russian Social-Democratic Party, to recognise the 
Bolshevik programme as that of the “ Bund,” and to recommend that the 
party should unite with the Bolshevik party. The Conference put for- 
ward, however, as an cssential condition that the autonomy of the 
“Bund” party should be recognised. The following were elected mem- 
bers of the Central Committee: Veinstein, Rachmei, Esther Frumkina, 
Levin, Alter, Thenia Rumanoff, Gorelik, Spectator, and Krasinsky. 

The 12th Party Congress calls upon all local organisations to rally 
Congress, and to reject decisively all 
schismatic tendencies. On receipt of this notice, meetings should be 
called proposing obedience to the Congress resolution, those refusing | 
being immediately excluded from the “Bund” Party. If the majority 
of the meeting, however™.is against the resolution, the minority 
must immediately declare the organisation disbanded, and must 
elect a provisional committee for the registration of those who 
desire to obey the resolution. This noticeis published so that all measures 
may be taken against the misuse of the party name. Further, all those 
who have been placed in Soviet posts as delegates of the “ Bund” must be 
removed from their posts if they havé not recognised the party’s resolu- 
tion. They must be replaced by others. All stamps, posters, and flags 
bearing the name of the Russian Secial-Democratic Party must be imme- 
diately removed, and as out-of-date objects must be handed over to the 
party archives. A money collection must be made immediately for the 
central organs, and a correspondent must be selected who will present a 
monthly report and accounts of each organisation.—Wireless Press. 


The Jews in Vienna. 
AN OPTIMISTIC ACCOUNT. 


Mr. Emanuel Hoffman (son

from Poland and Galicia. Mr. Hoffman said that when food was very 
scarce and most strictly rationed, it was always ble to obtain more 
by going to the 2nd District in which. these Jows lived.

The Sultan has not yet accepted the resignation of the Chief Rabbi of 
Turkey. The latter has been received in audience by the Heir-Apparent, 
who endeavoured to persuade him to withdraw the resignatioa, but 
without success. The -new Cabinet is endeavouring to find a modus 
vivendé to solve the differences that havearisen between the Government 
and the Jewish community concerning the elections, but the Chief Rabbi 
has declared himself unable to continue to perform his duties. 

In case the resignation of Chief Rabbi Haim Nahcum is accepted 
by the Sultan, it is believed that his successor will be Rabbi Haim 
Bidjerano, at present Chief Rabbi of Adrianople. He isa great Talmudist 
and is acquainted with several languages. His departure from the 
communities where he formerly ministered was always a matter of great 
regret. His only fault, if it can be called a fault, is that he has already 
reached the advanced age of seventy years.

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OBITUARY. THE GREAT COMMUNAL SCHEME, 
MRS. MAX N. BINGEN. [COMMUNICATED,] | 


The death took place on Thursday last of Leily, wife of Mr. Max N. 
Bingen, of 95, Ganfield Gardens; Hampstead... It is with deep regret that 
we record the passing away of Mrs. Bingen, who was for many years 
associated with the JEWISH CHRONICLE as one of its contributors.

Sir,—As a member of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial who 
desires to see the success of the Great Communal Scheme by which it is 
intended to perpetuate the memory of those noble sons of Israel who gavc 
their lives in the war, and as a Minister who is losing no opportunity in 
bringing the appeal of the Council home to the conscience of the members 
of his congregation, I desire to enter a strong protest against the type of 
advertisement issued by the Appeal and Publicity Committee which dis- 
figured the columns of your paper last week. The facetiousness of 
the alliteration which headed this remarkable advertisement and thc 
cheap clap trap with which it closed may appeal to some minds, 
but I venture to think that the toneand tenour of this method of publicity 
will_be regarded as an outrage and will be justly resented by all members 
of the Community possessed of any sense of propriety and any apprecia- 
tion of the high purpose which has been put forward as the aim of the 
Memorial Scheme. The admixture of the sanctities of religion with the 
frivolities of the trade advertisement is a sorry exhibition and a violation of 
the sacred cause which the Memorial Scheme is designed to promote. The 
whole thing reminds me of a black-bordered card which was once placed 
in my hands inviting the holder to attend a benefit dance for the purpose 
of raising funds for the erection of a tombstone of a member of the socict y 


- which was responsible for this incongruous method of honouring the 


memory of the dead. .. 


Further, I would point out that the issue of this unseemly advertise- 


ment is a violation in spirit of the decision arrived at by the Council at its 


last meeting, when a memorandum by the Hon. Secretary of the Fund on 
behalf of the Appeal and Publicity Committee was submitted. The Com- 
mittee put forward a scheme of revels for Chanucah week, embracing 
inter alia a ‘‘ War Memorial Ballot” organised on the lines of the “ Golden 
Ballot” (since declared to be illegal), bazaars, concerts and other suitable 
(sic) entertainments. The scheme was discussed, and adversely cow- 
mented upon by several members of the Council, and eventually referre( 
back to the Committee. I feel sure that I am expressing the feeling of 
the Council in condemning this further evidence of the bizarre methods 
by which the Committee are exploiting the memory of our glorious dead 
and belittling the dignity of their own great cause. | i

My DEAR CousIN, 


In view of the approach to the Second Return, I refreshed my 
recollection of the First Return, two thousand four hundred and fifty- 


geyen yoars ago (587 B.C.). A band of 50,000 Jews, men, women, and 


children left Persia for Palestine. They had their “Cyrus Declaration” 
which was in these-terms :— 

“Thus saith Cyrus, the King of Persia ;. All the kingdoms of the 

earth hath the Lord, the God of Heaven, given me; and he hath 

charged me to build Him a house in Jerusalem, which is in Judah. 


Whosoeyer there is among you of all His people—his God be with 


him—let him go up to Jerusalem, which is in Judah, and build the 
house of the Lord, the God of Israel, He is the God who is in 


Jerusalem. And whosoever is left, in any place where he 


sojourneth, let the men of this place help him with silver, and with 
gold, aid with goods, and with beasts, beside the free-will offering 

of the house of God which is in Jerusalem.” 
The exiles returned with heavy hearts.. Some among them could 
remember the glory of the first Temple, and wept bitter tears as they 
saw the desolation ofthe ruins. Butatthe prospect of being able to sweep 


away the ruins the young men shouted with joy: young men always do. 


The problem was, indeed, difficult: For seventeen years the settlers 


_ struggled bravely on, now the victims of despair, now the children of 


hope. Men of God gave them courage—Hagyai, and Zechariah, 
The first stage of the Settlement lasted eighty 


disintegration within—-that the Return threatened to spend itself 
in a vain achievement. “Bunt Israel is no waif,” and in the 
year 458 B.C. Ezra and his small band of enthusiasts brought hope 


to the Settlement, which breathed new life into the Palestinian Jews, and | 


founded a community able to maintain itself for another five hundred 
years. 


Reading the story anew, I noted one or two points of interest. 


‘When the pioneers left Persia, the Jews who remained behind, loaded 


them with gifts and material things to aid in the reconstruction 
of the Temple. “And all they that were round about them 
strengthened their hands with vessels of silver, with old, 
with goods.” Secondly, the records show the names of the 


- families and their numbers. It seemed only right that those who | 
adventured on this perilous enterprise should have their names enrolled 


in the Golden Book. And thirdly, the leaders of those days, filled with 
enthusiasm for a great cause, met and defeated the machinations of the 
foe without and the evil of disunion within. 


It should be the same to-day. Ido hope proper records will be kept. 


of those who take part in the Return. We want to have their names pre- 


_ sérved for future generations. But more is necessary. Those Jews who 


will stay behind must of a surety strengthen the hands of those who will 


form part of the Second Return. Two thousand years ago the con-. 


tributors offered vessels of silver and gold; in this capitalistic age of ours 
the settlers will need credit and capital. Limited companies will be 


: formed to develop the land ; it will be necessary to build railways and — 
~ yoads, to drain swamps, to instal power stations, to introduce telephones 


and telegraphs. Whatis to-day a neglected corner of God’s earth must be 


- made into a smiling garden, inhabited by a happy population. 


* Do you realise the extent of Palestine? The area is about 10,000 


2 square miles. Perhaps this conveys nothing to you. If so, compare it 
‘with Belgium, which is 11,000 square miles in extent, or with Denmark, 


which has only 15,000 square miles, or with Wales, which has 
an area of 7,000 square miles. Yet Belgium hob-nobs with 
the Great Powers, and does not the economic and intellectual 


development of this small country set a sofficiently high standard 
for any other land? Her seven million inhabitants are organised — 
in*a progressive state which undoubtedly contributes its quota to’ the 


general ‘well-being: of the world. Jf Belgium with her seven million 


_ ‘fihabitants, and Denmark with her two million, can ‘each do this, why 
-shoald not a rejuvenated-Palestine ? 


From the earliest times Palestine has always enjoyed the 


- veputation of being a fruitful land, a land flowing with milk and 


honey, “a good land, a land of brooks and of water, of fountains 


and depths, springing forth iu valleys and hills; a land of wheat | 


and. barley, and vines and fig trees and pomegranates; a land of 


' olive trees and honey; a land whose stones are iron, and out of whose 


hills thon mayest dig brass.” Modern reports bear out this early 
description. The soil is accounted fertile; the oranges being specially 
praised. The Jordan Valley is capable of producing any tropical fruits, 
while the plateau east of the Jordan is believed to be a natural grain 
field. Almost every kind of vegetable can be grown in Palestine, and 
horney may become an important article of export. It is held that 
tobacco and cotton and dairy produce have possibilities of development ; 
and the fishing industry is not without promise, In short, given capital, 
and labour organisation, the natural resources of the country lend them- 
selves to very great possibilies of fruitful production. 

- J @well on the material side of the problem because nowadays cvery 


commonwealth must be based on a solid, healthy, material foundation. But. 
material progress will naturally bring with it spiritual and intellectual 


growth. The Second Return, like the First, will appeal to the Idealist, for 


‘whom high profits will be.a secondary consideration, for whom what are 


termed “oultural values” will matter above all else. The world needs a dash 


of idealism ; here will be the opportunity of the Jew. The ancient love of 


the land which has been mary alive from the first to the twentiety century 
will burst out anew in these latter days. “To live in Palestine is equiva- 


. lent to the fulfilment of the whole Torah,” we read in one Talmudic 
- passage. “He who possesses a fixed habitation in the Holy Land” (so 


_ Rabbi Meir said)“ may be sure of a habitation in the Kingdom of Heaven.” 


. And Rabbi Simon ben Jochai went even further in this poetic imagery. 


“ Israel has received three gifts through suffering—Palestine, the Torah, 
and the world to come.” The air of Palestine, accordi.® to the Talmud, 


' giveth wisdom ; and only in Palestine is the Divine majesty revealed. 


8 romance must not be despised. It may become a generative 


_ force of immense value in setting up a commonwealth unique in structure, 


rich in ideals, great in achievement, the joy of the whole earth. Those 
are too realistic who are troubled about the position of the Arabs, the 


form of government, naturalisation, or kindred questions. These will 


all be solved in due course. But the people in whose minds these 
problems loom large donot make sufficient allowance for what a burning 
enthusiasm may accomplish. Doubtless there were realists of the kind 
in the days when the “ Mayflower” left Plymouth. But a great country 
has grown from the seeds planted by the Pilgrim Fathers, enthusiasts 


every one of them. Give rein to your imagination, and what can you see 
- in Palestine ten generations hence? For my part, I ask whether it is too 
- much to hope for the realisation of Jerusalem the Golden, of which 
Christian saints and Jewish scers have dreamed. I see a land — 


with a thriving population, living in peace and plenty, guided by 
the highest ideals of the faith of their fathers, loving peace 
and pursuing it, eschewing oppression and wrong, and working on 
a co-operative plan. I see a revival of Hebrew thought and Hebrew 
poetry. I sec learning honoured and loved with all the passion of the Jew. 
I see the University of Jerusalem the seat of \:° new Jewish Renaissance. 
I see a people whose life is moulded by religious ;.>cepts, and \@ose aim 
is plain living and high thinking. I see numerous pilgrims traversing the 


» Jand in ease and comfort, visiting the colonies and the historic spots, the 


old places and the new centres. I see all the world looking to that small 
country where three continents meet, for truly “out of Zion “ forth _ 
Torah and the Word of the Lord from Jerusalem.” 


Call it a dream, if you please. Itis one of. those dreams which are 
worth realising. J am prepared to admit that the effort may possibly be 
vain. It may be that the New Palestine will be but a replica, of the 
eountrics of Western Europe with all their goodness, hideousness, and 
evil. Even so, it will be a land where the Jew may hope to be freed 
from the terror of the Poles, or the dread cruelty of the Hungarians. 


But there is still the other alternative. The attempt may result in 


realising the yision of my fancy.. The world admits that the Jews can do 
great things, that they possess marvellous gifts, that they area wonderful 
people. Let this wonderful people show what they can do. Give them 


a chance; they have never had a chance for the last nineteen hundred — 


years. If the work is a disappointment, why, then, there is no more to 
be said. If, on the other hand, it succeeds, that will be its best recom- 


mendation. It will have been worth while. Even if it fails, the effort 


will not have been in vain. ‘Tis better to have tried and failed than 
never to have tried at all. But why talk of failure? Where there is so 
mueh enthusiasm and the determination to succeed, success must 
be accounted a certainty. Let those go whoare filled with"the deter- 


‘mination ; let the others who stay behind strengthen their hands. The _ 


time for quarrelling over Zionism {8 surely past. What all Jews must 
realise to-day (so it seems tome) is that they are collectively responsible 


for the success of the venture. Palestine becomes the Garden ofall Israel. 


All Israel must therefore see to it that it produces beautiful flowers 
and goodly fruit. The honour of all Jews is involved in making 
Palestine a success. We cannot all “yo. there, and some would 
not wish to go. But all can contribute according to their 
capacity. Some can give counsel, others time, others again money. And 


all can give good-will. Let those who go forth to the Second Return 


feel that they can count on the brotherly support of the rest. The 
Jewish people has a magnificent opportunity to show the world what it 


_cando. Let it help set up in Palestine a model commonwealth, and it 


will win the gratitude of mankind for ever.

poe Mr, J. LEYBEN, who presided, said the lecturer neededino introduction. 
He was going to speak on the Jews of the Near East which largely meant 
Turkey. In these days when that country was in such bad odour it was 
right for Jews to remember how well they had been treated there, and how it | 
had been. a refuge for their onfortunate brethren fleeing ..from the 
_ persecution of Christian countries. He had little doubt that the lecturer 
| with his well known literary skill would give them a romance to listen to. 
Dr. GASTER said that all history properly treated.was a romance. To 
_ think of history as a mere record of bloody wara--of the accession and 
death of kings—as a collection of dates, was indeed to make it a mere dry- 
as-dust chronology ; but if we regarded history as a study of the evolution 
of human life throughout the ages, if we studied how each century had 
approached the various problems of existence, then history was indeed of 
_ the deepest and most romantic interest. The subject he had todeal with 
- was the Jews of the Near East, which included Turkey, the Balkan 
States, touth Russia, Moldavia, and Wallachia — now Rumauzuia, 
~ ancient Hungary, then called Pannonia, to the gates of Budapest, and Asia 
_ Minor. He liked to view Jewish History asa whole, and hedrew attention 
to a phenomenon which had alwaysappealed tohim. That was how Jewish 
life had suddenly flourished in some particular country to an extraordinary 
degree, and then suddenly vanished to reappear elsewhere, but that it had . 
never flourished with the same vigour twice m the same place. The 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries were the period when it flourished 
most vigorously in Turkey. He agreed with what the Chairman had 
said. He had never, even during the war concealed his opinion that | 
Turkey had been the best friend of the Jew. There they had been 
able to live a truly Jewish life. The period with which he-was dealing 
. was the age in which the Sultans were at the height of their power. To 
Turkey at this time came the Jews of Spain and Portugal fleeing from the 
Inquisition, and they were well received ; and with them came the revival 
| of learning and commerce for the Orient. They gained the favour of 
} the Sultans and their advisers. They were granted not only the free 
exercise of their religion, but almost complete autonomy within their 
own communities, and the Rabbis had the power of cadis. fo powerful

His Majesty received Dr. Yahuda with special cordiality because 
he ‘was, ‘Glad to know that he had withdrawn his resignation and had 
been informed that he was going to deliver several lectures at‘English uni- 
versities while retaining his position as a Professor of Madrid University. 
His Majesty was very much interested in the idea of furthering English 
studies in Spain, and Dr. Yahuda is convinced that His Majesty will do 
his. best to foster the creation of a Shakespeare Chair in age 
University suggested by him to the King, as His Majesty is 


' thoroughly impressed with the importance of the question and 


assured of the excellent impression this would create in scientific 
circles in this country. To a representative of the JEwIsH CHRONICLE, 
Dr, Yahuda has given an account of that aes of his audience in which 
he referred His Majesty to the Jews. 

- _In the course of the audience Dr. Yahuda expressed the gratitude 
_ of the Palestine Jews to the King. 

“ This success was very gratifying to me,” said His Majesty. ‘‘It 
“was not very éasy to achieve all the work which has been done in the 
belligerent countries. I did what I could.” 

“One of the greatest virtues of the Jewish nengle,” replied Dr. 
Yabuda, “is their eternal gratitude. 
from. the Jewish communities in America, Argentine, Italy, England, 


_ Holland and Egypt, which I had the honour to transmit to Your Majesty 


at that time, have proved the enthusiasm Your Majesty’s setae vention 


_ has aroused in all Jewish quarters throughout the world.” | 


“It impressed me very much indeed.” 

“In this connection,” said Dr. Yahnda, “I referred generally to the 
condition of the Jews, and especially of those in Spanish Morocco. I told 
His Majesty that I had always emphasised in my lectures, and 
the interviews I had granted to press representatives in Spain and 
abroad, the gratification felt at the fact that Spanish authorities, 
particularly in higher spheres, were so well disposed towards the Jews in 
the Spanish zone in Morocco, and treat them fairly and adequately. I, 
therefore, felt it my bounden duty to call the attention of His Majesty to 
_ the bad behaviour of the Spanish Consul in Tetuan, who, in spite of the 
protests of both Jews and non-Jews, had shown a very unfriendly 
disposition towards the Jews. I pointed out that precisely because this, 
was an isolated case, it was the more prominent, and was mney to do 
much harm to Spanish prestige,” 

His Majesty listened very attentively to this complaint. “I can only 
assure you, as I did on other occasions, of my good-will towards the 
- Moroccan Jews, and @tate again that every subject of Spain is alike to 
me without distinction of race or creed.” 

“ Dr. Yahuda warmly thanked His Majesty for this assurance, and the 
conversation then turned on wider aspects of the Jewish problem. 


i “I know,” he said to the King, “that precisely in these days the old

“But,” asked the King, “is it not precisely this very remarkable 
history of thirty-five centuries which had contributed to the development 
among your people of a strong individuality, I may say, a special 


personality, and unique solidarity? Is it not this solidarity which pre- 


vents the Jews from assimilating with other peoples and ‘Mapting them- 
selves to the milicu in which they live?” 

“TI ghould not like to insist,” Dr. Yahuda replied, “om the voles 
whether the Jews cannot assimilate to other peoplés, because there is no 
nation which assimilates so readily; but I should like &peocially to 
emphasise Jewish loyalty to the countries of their adoption, as this is 
the main thing which is really important and also due to other peoplos. 
The Jews are so loyal that even in countries like Russia and Rumania, 
where they have been persecuted with the greatest barbarity and 
cruelty, they showed a patriotism and loyalty during the war whic! 
was the amazement of their enemies. They did it even knowing th. 
they would not be thanked for their services, and knowing @iso that th 
victory of their adversaries would not benefit them. This is @ characte. 
istic feature of our people. On the other hand, while we are able to 
assimilate to the strangest milieu, and adapt ourselves to the customs 
of any civilisation, we still remain also loyal to our: own traditions and 
past history.” |

“But why seek instances in other countries?” Dr. Yahuda con- 
“ Have not the Spanish Jews given the best proof of that spirit of 
attachment during the four centuries after their expalsion froin 
Spain? Did they foster tLe idea of hatred and revenge against that 
Spain which expelled them with the greatest cruelty, which expropriate:! 
their belongings, which deprived thom of the most elementary human 
rights, and exposed them to perils resulting in the annihilation of the 


majority of those banished from Spanish shores? Did they sing bymns 
of hate against the kings who expelled them, against the inquisitors who 


tortured and martyred their ancestors? No, they preferred not to think 
so much of that cruel time but thought rather of that glorious epoch when 
Spain was at the head of all the other nations in tolerance and fecedom' 
when they were enabled to live happily and develop theif capanities and — 
their talents, and place all their energies at the service of their country 
and general culture. The only songs they still have are those beautify! 
old romances which commemorate Spanish heroes in the~archaic 
of the days of Alfonso the Sage, and the limpid poetical ianguage 


immortalised by Cervantes. I dare say that one ought to Ghink of that.’

“I would add,” Dr. Yahuda continued, “that the more fact that 
modern Spain has turned her back on the ideas which prevailed in former 
centuries, and has proclaimed her sympathy with the ee of her 
quondam- Jewish citizens, has awakened feelings of great aatis- 
faction throughout world-Jewry, especially among those Jews who 
have now come under your Majesty’s rule. As a matter of fact they 
have since that, given most striking proofs of patriotism and loyalty to 
your Majesty and Spain. They are proud of the honour bestewed upon 
them by your Majesty in accepting the Honorary Presidentship of the 
‘Hispano-Hebrea’ Society. This society could be of great benefit to 
Morocco and Spain, and the active President, Doctor Pulido, 4 doing a 
very patriotic and useful work.

| THE MOSAIC RELIGION.—IV. 

“Ye shall be holy, for I, the Lora your God, am holy.""—Lev. wiz., 2 

How does Mosaism understand this sanctification? Evidently 
Mosaism does not consider duty and right to besomething external, but to 
consist in the spiritual resemblance of man to God; it refers all man’s 
relations to God, to the world, and his fellow beings to his inward nature. 
Hence the crowning command of the Decalogue, the object of which is 
to purify the very recesses of the human heart: “Thon shalt not covet 
thy neighbour’s wife,” etc. But, regarding man as a unity, Mosaism 
cannot stop short at holiness of spirit; it aims to secure a like holiness 
in the life. material of the senses. Though Mosaism recognises the 
distinction. between mind and body, it considers man to be the union of 
the two. The body is the bearer of the spirit. Therefore, anything 
that tends to corporeal degradation or depravity, or to give the body 
predominance over the mind, is opposed to Mosaism, because it 
subtracts from man’s holiness. Spiritual holiness is further to be 
expressed by corporeal cleanliness and purity. Where any. physical 
causes render the body unclean, there is to be a _ purification 
—partly real, and partly symbolical. Sexual life is subjected to 
fixed * regulations, and necessitates ‘subsequent purification. Further, 
_Mosaism.restricts, or wholly forbids, the employment as articles of food 
of things calculated to vitiate that body whose office it is to be the vessel 


of the God-like soul. The physical constitution is liable to be animalised — 


by the inordinate enjoyment of animal diet. Therefore, such parts of the 
bodies ofLanimals as are especially imbued with the vital principle, such 
«as the blood, are not allowed to pass into the bodies of men. And it is 
enjoined. that no animals be eaten which subsist on carrion or flesh—all 
beasts of prey. Again, all creatures that are imperfectly organised (that 
chew the cud, but do not divide the hoof, or vice versa; and fishes that 


have not both fins ani scales) are prohibited. Lastly, theinferiororders | 


of organised beings, such as insects, worms, and amphibia, are declared 
unfit for human food. Assuredly, all thisis based on a profound know- 
ledge of the laws of nature. The same tendency is manifested in the 


. REGULATION OF TEMPORAL LIFE. 


Mosaism estithates the professional and industrial life of man at its just 


value, and-recognises it to be the vocation appointed to him by God. 
‘But it also duly perceives and appreciates the danger likely to result to 
men in their intellectual and spiritual life from the exclusive 
devotion of the faculties of the spirit created in the jmage of God to 
that professional or industrial calling. It therefore provides specially 
for the periodical suspension of industrial exertions—fixed times 
at which man shall wholly cease from his labour, and, living the 


- life of the spirit, devote himself to the advancement of his intellectual - 


and religious being. To this end was the Sabbath ordained, a Mosaic 
institution which has won the adherence of the entire civilised world. 
“Six days shalt thou Jabonr and do all thy work, but thou shalt rest on 
the seventh day.” The very spirit of Mosaism rendered the limitation 
of this institution to its outward form impossible, but imparted to it a 
definite relation to religion itself. _Mosaism therefore combines it with 
- the knowledge of God as the Creator and. Ruler of the universe, thus 
. making it the medium by which the idea and acknowledgment of God 
‘are manifested. An intentional violation of the Sabbath is a violation 
gud abandonment of the whole of the Mosaic religion. It was quite con-. 
© sistent with its design that Mosaism should edd to the Sabbath the 
“ appointment of certain other times at which the religions dependence of 
~-man°on God should be especially recalled to his consciousness. The 
Israelites were therefore bidden to solemnise the festivals, the 
idea of which sprang partly from the nationality or history of the people 
of Israel, such as Passover and Tabernacles; partly from the operation 


' and gifts of nature, such as the harvest festivals; and partly from the ~ 


general spiritual requirements of mankind, such as the Day of Atone- 
“ment;'for which the Day of Blowing the Trampets was to serve as a 
ae DAY OF ATONEMENT... 
hase special importance of its own. Mosaismi pronounces sin to be in 
antagonism to holiness. It isa disturbance of the due relation which exists 


between the God-like soul and the Divinity. But this disturbance may — 


be annulled by a return to holiness ; sinfulness may be effaced by repent- 
ance, This return to holiness, and the blotting out of sin that, by God's 
mercy, resuited were not to be purely abstract. Mosaism sought to 
~Jead men to this course, and to help him on his path of amendment by 


» outward acts. A fixed day was set apart for this purpose. 


‘There was to be a t period each year when the idea of the 


| 


abandonment of sin was to assert itself. The observance of an annual . 


Day of Atonement became a powerful aid to self-sanctification. Thus 
Mosaism formed a complete contrast to antiquity in the uniform social 
and moral system which it developed. It propounded a system of ethics 


and society which was wholly new, wholly different from any other — 


ancient systeni.’ It declared the attributes of the Supreme Being to be love, 
justice, and purity, whereas ‘antiquity’ based even its most refined 


~-e0de of morals on egotism, While the “Beautiful and Good” of Plato, . 
othe “Middle Course” of Aristotle, the “Abstinence” of the Cynic, the | 


“Pleasure” of the Epicurean, and the “ Indifference to Pain” of the Stoic 
are but variations of one and the same principle of egotism, Mosaism

“The Sypreme Council has decided upon the mandate for Palestine, 


and that Mr. Balfour’s declaration. regarding a Jewish national home in 
Palestine shall be included in the Tt 


ish Peace Treaty. The mandato 


has been offered to Great Britain. S means that thé country will be 


_ governed by the British Government for the good of all the inhabitants. 


“I will now read you Mr, Balfour’s declaration, the inclusion of which 
in the Treaty means that there will be no interference with religious 
customs or the Holy Places, or any curtailment whatever of the religious 
liberty of the subject, but only the maintenance of public order and 
security. Immigrants will be allowed to enter as required for the 
development of the country and immigration will controlled by tho 
British Government of the country. The present landowners will not be 
evicted or spoliated, and profitable concessions will not be granted to 
individuals origroups of individuals to the detriment of others. The 
British Government will govern, and im no sense will a minority be 


_ allowed to control the majority of the population, when the time arrives 


for any form of representative Government. 
“Under these conditions there are 


ing prosperity for the inhabitants. The decision has at last been given, 
and henceforward there must be an end to political sfrife unrest. 


All true Palestinians must now strive one with another in h y rivalry 
for the good of Palestine and the welfare of future generations.

PRESS COMMENTS. 
INTERVIEWS WITH DR. NORDAU. 


The Observer, of Sunday last, published an interview with Dr. 
Nordau, in the course of which he said: “Our dream is to transform 
Palestine as quickly as possible into a Jewish country which, while 
preserving its Arab lation and securing the material prosperity, the 
free democratic development, and the general advancement of those 
elements, will be developed into a thoroughly Jewish Commonwealth, 
rich in economic resources, rich enough to secure a living for perhaps 
eight or ten millions of Jews, and representing at the doors of Asia the 
most approved form of Western civilisation. Practically, of course, we 
cannot hope to see this ideal fully realised in a very short time, but we 
shall begin with settling as rapidly as materially possible at least half a 
million Jews, who in the countries of persecutions and pogroms wait 
with heart-throbbing impatience for the signal to move towards Palestine. 


‘To sum up, our immediate work will be mass immigration into Palestine; 


taking possession of the soil which may be brought immediately under the 
plough; ba up all the houses that are necessary for the immigrants; 
founding the industries which the country is most able to support; and 
raising the funds which we must have in order to start work.” | 
_ Aninterview with Dr. Nordau also appeared in the Daily Herald. 


In an article, “The Problem of Palestine,” the Yorkshire Post points 
out that “our difficulties there are only beginning. Christian, Jew, and 
Moslem meet in Palestine with interests that conflict deeply. The time 


_ has come for a statesman to be sent to administer the whole region,” 


and, among other things, “to guide aright Jewish internal 
development.” In a note on the San Remo Conferenee, the 
same journal states that it is informed by the Zionist Organi- 


sation that it “fs intended to confine the first immigration to.

MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S MESSAGE, 

Dr. Weizmann and Mr. N. Sokolow returned from San Remo to 
London on Wednesday evening, and the event. was made the occasion 
for a demonstration of enthusiasm at the decision of the Supreme 
Council to adopt the Balfour Declaration for the establishment of 
the Jewish National Home in Palestine. nhs 

The train in which the delegates travelled to Victoria arrived 


shortly befere 7 o'clock, but long before that hour a large crowd had 


collected in the station square. Many people carried British flags 


and the Zionist flag of blue and white; and a large banner bearing | 


a“ Welcome” in Hebrew was set up near the main line booking 
office. TheChief Rabbi, who was unable to be present, was repre- 
sented by Dayan Chaikin. | | | 
Immediately the delegates had left the train, they were brought 
to the spot where the banner had been set up, and the ceremony of 
welcome began with the presentation of a Sepher Torah in a blue 
and gold mantle. Addresses of welcome in Hebrew and English 
followed, to which Mr. Sokolow replied, and then Hatikvah was 
sung, as well as the National Anthem. : | 
- (here was another demonstration at the Zionist headquarters 
in Great Rassell Street. Speeches were made in the conference hall 
and afterwards from the balcony to the crowd in street. Dr. Weiz- 
mann referred to the immense difference in the situation in 
Jerusalem to-day compared wiih that of three weeks ago. When 
Mr. Lloyd George shook: hands with them at San Remo, he said: 


‘Now you have got your start, it is upto you to make good.” Let

- JEWISH TYPES IN LANDS OF FREEDOM. 

- Last Sanday Dr. Redcliffe Salaman gave a lantern lecture at the Dr. 
Williame’ Library, University College, under the auspices of the Women’s 
Zionist Pederation, on “ Jewish in Lands of Freedom.” Mr. James 
de Rothsehild presided. Mr. H t Samuel was among those present. 

Mr, DB ROTHSCHILD said this was his first appearance as a chairman, 
and he had accepted 
servicer of the lecturer. When he had accepted that kind invitation 
barely a fortnight ago he little thought that they would all be gathered 
that night in joy and happiness, indeed it looked then as though they would 
again be doomed to plough a lonely farrew in the field of internation 
polis Now all had come ri 
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Chancelleries of Europe, laying the true foundation of a successful 
Jewish diplomacy. Nehemiah himself could not have done better. But 
they must not think there was not more todo except to wave white and 
blue flags and to sing Hatikvah. The leaders had practically finished 
their work, the pioneers in Palestine had blazed the trail, now came the 
time for the rank and file. True, they had already helped greatly in fact, 
it was only because they had the whole Jewish people behind them that 
they were able to carry the day. But they had necdin Palestine of Jews 
who had known from childhood the guiding principles of stable 
politics, sound economy, and especially of neighbourly toleration 
which formed the great moral assets of Britain. In conclusion, the 
Chairman said : “ Dr. Salaman, is going tolecture to you on Jewish types— 
that Jewish type which wé have been trying through our laws of inter- 
marriage to perpetuate thronghout the centuries. Let us hope that in 
fullness and ripeness of time it may develop its characteristics and its 
greatness still more in the surroundings where it first originated and 
whereit will definitely take root.” 

Dr. REDCLIFFE SALAMAN said that it would be incorrect to describe 
the Jews as a distinct race. They were a complex mixture of races. They 
were the result of combination and mutual absorption of Amorites, 
Hittites, Philistines, etc. The lecturer showed a most interesting series 


of slides illustrating the physical characteristics of the ancient inhabitants _ 


of Palestine as depicted on anciént sculptures, which clearly showed those 
features generally described to-day as Jewish. The interesting point of 
the disappearance from history of the Philistines was noted, and the 
lecturer stated as his opinion that the reason for their disappearance was 
that they had been absorbed by the Jews. It was noteworthy that the 
Maccabees came from Modlin, the very heart of the old Philistine country. 
The pictures shown on the screen illustrated the development of the 
idea of what a Jew looked like from the dignified carvings of the period 
before Christ to the caricatures on the manuscripts of the Middle Ages. 


The essential Jewish feature was, according to the lecturer, not thé 


prominent nose so dear to the caricaturist, but the general “roundness” 
of the physiognomy. Modern types illustrating the remarkable survival 
of ‘the “ Hittite” type at the present day were shown. Dr, Salaman 


also exhibited tables in reference to the application of “ Mendelism” 


to the offspring of Jewish and “mixed” marriages. Absorption 
in mass was discussed, the best known instences being those 
of the Caucasian Jews, who are practically identical with the 


surrounding population, and mention was made of the “Chazars,” 
the ancestors of the Karaites...With reierence to the Jews of early 


Spain who had intermarried with the Moorsand the Merranos, the lecturer

of full details of recent events in Jerusalem, but from abridged - 


reports which have been received by the War Office it appears that 
disturbances commenced in Jerusalem on the 4th April, on the 
occasion of the annual Moslem pilgrimage to Nebi Moussa, and quickly 
developed into anti-Jewish riots. As the native police proved 
unreliable they were removed, eontrol of the city handed over to 
British troops, and martial law declared. | 
outbreaks occurred up till the 8th April, from which date the 
situation became normal. Disturbances appeared to have been 
confined to Jerusalem and did not extend to the country villages. 
I regret to say that about 250 casualties occurred, of which nine- 
tenths were Jewish. [ am not in a position to state what actual 
damage occurred in the city, but there were undoubtedly certain 
cases of arson. As the House will realise, these events took place 
among Eastern people, and feeling appears to have run high. On 


-such an occasion there is no doubt that both Moslems and Jews 


represented to the British Administration that the other was at 
fault, but in this connection a military Court of Enquiry has been 
constituted to inquire into the causes which led up to the disturb- 
ances, “ This Court does not sit in public, but religious heads of all 
lenominations have been invited to attend or to send repre-' 
sentatives. The chief offenders have been tried before a Military 
Court, and heavy sentences imposed. | 
Jabotinsky was sentenced to fifteen years’ penal servitude for 
the crimes of possessing firearms, instigation to disobedience by 
arming the populace, conspiracy, and preparing means to carry out 


acts of riot, while nineteen other Jews convicted of being in 
possession of firearms were each sentenced to three years’ penal | 


servitude, Two Moslems convicted of the rape of two Jewish women 
were each sentenced to fifteen years’ penal servitude, and seven other 
Moslems arrested in possession of firearms are awaiting trial. The 
above prisoners, including Jabotinsky, are now confined as second 
division prisoners at Acre. They are confined to prison, but will be 
excused all hard labour and prison fare. With regard to the whole 
affair, including the above sentences, as I told the House on the 
27th inst., lamin direct communication with Lord Allenby, and I 
regret I have not yet received his answer.

AN INTERVIEW WITH JABOTINSKY. 

Mr. Saltsmann, the Editor of the Jerusalem daily paper Haarez, and 
the publisher of the books written by Jabotinsky, who has just left 
Jerusalem for London, before leaving Palestine had an interview with 
Lieut. Jabotinsky. In spite of the hard sentence inflicted upon him, 
Jabotinsky retained his high spirits and spoke with perfect confidence. 
“TT do not regret,” Mr. Jabotinsky said, “anything that I have done. 
I am happy to have been imprisoned for such a cause as the defence of — 
unprotected Jews, helpless old men, women and children, against a lot of 
blood-thirsty hooligans. I have been in my life many times in prison, 
but that was in Russia. I should never have imagined that one day I 
should be imprisoned in Palestine, and by British Officials, and that the 
hardest sentence of all would be inflicted upon me by them. None the 
less I shall consider it one of the dearest remembrances of my life, that I 
have been arrested and tried for having organised a Jewish Self-Defence 
Corps against a\pogrom in Jerusaiem—where the heart of the whole 
Jewish people is beating. Joy and pride fill me when I recollect the 
moving scenes which I witnessed then, how young and old, rich and poor, 
believers and freethinkers, joined spontaneously the Jewish guard and 
set to work to defend their fellows. Nobody wavered; everyone 
hastened to the most dangerous The same courage was shown by 
the American Jewish Medical Unit, the Hadassa, whose automobiles went 
every where endeavouring to save Jewish lives. 


The fact that a pogrom was possible in Jerusalem will be always 
remembered by me with bitterness. Iam not ashamed of my sentence. 


- Tam proud that we Jews can show the others that we are not natives 


with whom anyone can do as they like. I am proud that I could look my > 
judges in the face and throw the truth at them—those judges who them- 
selves had excited the low instincts of a number of fanatical Arabs 
against us. 

“I have never seen an Administration behave in so mean and cowardly 
a manner as the Administration of this country. The Russian Adminis- 
tration made pogroms, but it was openly anti-Semitic. The Administration

- Among the usual numerous pictures of pretty women and thoughtful 
men, Mr. W. W. Russell’s portrait of Mr. Minney gave us a great sense 
of relief, It is a most arresting and sincere piece of work, 
and although the particular technical qualities beloved by 
the Academy are by no means absent, no sense of vision has 
been sacrificed to obtain them.

LEICESTER GALLERIES. 
Mr. Mark Fisher is well represented at the above galleries: In his 


“ Portrait of Mr. George Moore,” he is very sensitive, and has caught the - 


almost transparent luminosity of flesh under certain aspects; nothing in 
this picture has been sacrificed to obtain superficial effectiveness, but 
everything is quietly seen and sincerely and beautifully expressed. With 
the exception of one all the other paintings are landscapes. In these a 
rather obvious technique is apt to detract from the unity ofthe whole, 
but “ Autumn,” a picture of a path leading through sparse tr¢:s, is quite 
free from this defect and fine in tone, while a “Street Scene 4a Biskra,” 
has all the shimmer and glare of heat. 

In the same galleries are a number of interesting water-colours by 
Miss Eleanor Fortescue-Brickdale. Pre-Raphaelite in colouring and detail, 
some of these have a realistic force and solidity not usually obtained in 
this medium. The sunshine in “ Maud” is exquisite, and in “‘Lady Jane 
Grey” the quaint formal garden is flooded with golden evening light, 

_ while the village back-ground to “Mistress Prue” is so real and full of 
charm, that we rather forget to look at Mistress Prue herself.
